What location was your favorite 
place to play and why? 

On a stage is preferable, lol. I guess 
when we make it back home to the 
states I always look forward to play- 
ing in New Jersey and meeting up 
with old friends. Hopefully weTl be 
coming back out this summer. Oth- 
erwise, here in Europe we have in- 
sanely big metal festivals; huge 3-day 
parties. That never gets tiring, even 
if we are only there for one day out 
of three. It’s just completely nuts. 

While on tour what was your crazi- 
est experience 7 It can be anything 
from a crazed fan to running out of 
gas in the middle of nowhere. 

Ha. Yeah, you name it. I’ve seen a 
guy drop a dookie on stage (No one 
I know, thank God), using a hose to 
shower somewhere in Poland in the 
winter, etc. One that really stands out 
was last year in the middle of winter 
when we were playing a gig in Trond- 
heim, Norway. The road, about one 
car-width wide, was covered with 
snow and ice, with no towns for about 
20 miles either way. Anyway, we man- 
aged to drive off into the snow bank 
on the side of the road. Luckily, we 
managed to press down the gas pedal 
and get back onto the road. However, 
on our way home we weren’t so lucky. 
The van got some snow under a tire 
and, BOOM!, we slammed right into 
a snowbank. We were stuck in the 
middle of the woods with no beer left. 
I could feel the wolves staring through 
the trees at us. Finally, some Norwe- 
gian hillbilly drove by and pulled us 
out with his tractor. 


What bands were your earlier 
influences? 

I started playing pretty much be- 
cause of all the stories I’d heard, as a 
young, horny kid, about Nikki Sixx 
and Motley Crue’s tout bus. From 
there I listened to a lot of Thrash. 
I’ve played in a series of Death Metal 
bands and now I am reverting back to 
my Thrash roots with Methane, So, 
sex and violence have pretty much 
always been my main influences. 

What rt'as your favorite part of mak- 
ing your video 'Hang Me High?' I 
hope that whiskey was the real deal. 

Oh man, we were so hung over 
during the filming. We had played 
a festival the night before. Everyone 
planned on “stayin' sober” but, nope, 
that didn’t happen. My favorite part 
in the video is the clip of our friend 
and photographer, Patrik Niemi. 
If you watch you’ll see an odd clip 



of some guy laying down behind a 
building. He passed out after one 
too many hairs of the dog and we 
had clipped that in. 

Were there any bumps in the road 
while recording your EP? 

Our latest, ‘Spit On Your Grave,’ was 
a disaster trying to produce. The raw 
material was recorded semi-profes- 
sionally; really muddy. Then we gave 
it to someone we knew to mix (for 
free) for an April release. He butch- 
ered it and it was totally unusable. 
We were forced to push the release up 
and honestly didn’t know if we were 
going to put it out. I got it into the 
hands of Patrik Forsberg, who did 
our first EP and he did an absolutely 
superb job. He really saved that proj- 
ect. I’m really proud of it now. 

What band or musician would you 
guys like to collaborate with? 

Collaborations are a lot of fun. We 
do live collaborations when we can. 
As far as a dream scenario goes for 
me, Rob Zombie is one due to his 
genius creativity and style. It would 
also be a dream to dig up Lane Staley.

DOUBLE FEATURE with 
VAULT OF HORROR 
Amicus Productions 

T he trendsetter when it comes to the 
anthology styie of horror films and 
the basis for what would become the hit 
series on HBO (ffom 1 989 to 1 996), Fred- 
die Francis’ film takes stories from the EC 
Comics Tales From Tire Crypt, The Haunt 
of Fear and Vault of Horror and takes them 
into the real world. Producer Milton Sub- 
orsky convinced fellow Amicus Productions 
{Dr, Terror's House of Horrors (1965), The 
House That Dripped Blood (1971), Asy- 
lum (1972), The Beast Must Die (1974) 
and a host of ocher tides) producer Max 
Rosenberg to piclc up the rights, along with 
the blessing ofWilliam Gaines (after he got 
script approval) . While the film may be con- 
sidered dared (the amazing 70’s decor and 
dress) and by many to be came by todays 
standards, it is quite amusing to see what 
passed for PG back in those days. While 
not a bloodbath, there is a fair amount of 
violence and blood, with the stories “Poedc 
Justice” (with an incredible performance by 
Peter Cushing), “Wish You Were Here” (a 
variation ofThe Monkey’s Paw) and “Blind 
Alleys” (mind numbing torture reminiscent 
of Seven and the Saw series) leading the 


way. One of the nice things about the film 
is that you do not feel you are being led by 
the hand into a comic book, but rather the 
grimne.ss of the stories and the color palette 
lend to the stories coming alive. Fans of the 
HBO series will recognize the first story 
“...And All Through The House” (featur- 
ing Joan Crawford!) as the first episode of 
the series. Overall, the structural build of 
the stories ail tie together nicely, great lo- 
cations and technical aspects (sound, color 
and camera worfc), has an amazing wealth 
of acting talent and with a nice twist end- 
ing, the film blends everything together in 
a way that should satisfy any viewer of the 
genre. Foigottcn for years and highly under 
rated, this is a great chance for fans and film 
makers alike to see how to properly frame 
an anthology for horror fens! 

Shoutl/Scream Factory has once again 
brought to us a classic horror film that is 
more chan deserving of the Blu-Ray up- 
grade, and this double feature is no excep- 
tion! Blowing away the previous edition 
that was a part of MGM's Midnitc Movies 
collection in terms of audio and picture 
quality, the film is a joy to watch in High- 
Def. The only lament chat comes with this 
particular film is the feet that there are no 
Bonus Features of any kind, including a 
trailer, interviews or even a picture gallery. 
Normally, this would drop the score of the 
overall package, but since this is a 2 disc 
set, the second film has features that raise 
the overall score. But. even with the lack of 
features for this particular film, the quali- 
ty stands out. Once again, this release is 
the perfect example ofwhy Shoutl/Scream 
Factory is the standard bearer for Blu-Ray 
horror releases!

In my mind, this is one of Carpenter’s 
most under-rated films. The Fog was a low 
budget independent film, but he chose 
to shoot the movie in anamorphic wide- 
screen I’anavision, This gave the film a 
much larger look and feel so that the view- 
er didn’t think that they were watching 
a low budget horror film. The locations 
are amazing, and that is not even raking 
into account the amazing cast and crew 
that he had. There are many horror film 
references inside of this film, including 
The Abominable Dr. Phibes. The Crawl- 
ing Eye and The Birds (see if you can find 
them all!). As a funny bit of casting trivia 
for the film, the role of Father Malone was 
originally offered to Christopher Lee, who 
believed the character to be the ‘father of 
the community’. However, Lee was not 
unavailable and Hal Holbrook was even- 
tually cast and Kurt Russell was offered a 
role in the film as well! 


Shoucl/Scream Factory once again 
should be applauded for bringing yet an- 
other genre classic to Blu-Ray DVD!

The 
Horror’s Hallowed Ground s^;meni was 
highly entertaining and informative, but I 
feel the teal crowning jewel of this Blu-Ray 
is the Jamie Lee Curtis interview. With a 
mix of new interviews and all of the special 
features from the MGM 2002 release (in- 
cluding the Theatrical Trailer, a Make-Up 
Effects Still Gallery and the Poster & Still 
Gallery), Shouil/Scream Factory is once 
again showing why it is becoming the stan- 
dard beater for Blu-Ray horror releases!

(AKA KANDIE LAND) 

Workaround Films 

T here is a tried and true format when it 
comes to the slasher film, a simplicity 
and love that does not require over-handling 
of the subjea or too much coddling chat 
withers the pace or characters. Very much 
to his credit, DirectorfWriier Eddie Lengyel 
(ocher films include 2010’s Hellweek and 
201 Ts Voodoo Rising) stays true to these 
premises and delivers a film that not only 
harkens back to the heydays of the 80’s slash- 
er genre, but also ^ves us a sharp insight into 
what a talented and determined cast and 
crew can do when given good material to 
work with. With obvious nods to genre fa- 
vorites of die past (Friday the l,3ch and The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre, to name a few), 
Eddie manages to blend a story and charac- 
ters that hit every benchmark, from beauti- 
ful actresses, remote locations (lantasnc job 



by Aaress/Producer/Locacion Scout Janine 
Sarnowski), creepy town legends, graphic 
and gruesome kills, creepy little kids and sex, 
drugs, rock and roll. But just as important 
as all of that is, a true slasher film is nothing 
widiout its killer. In chat role, Aaor/Produc- 
er Don Kilrain is the man behind the fury 
and the mask of Jonah Kandie, die town 
legend that was brutally abused as a boy chat 
had his face slashed with a straight razor by 
his Father (before he kills his wife and himself 
with a shotgun). Very large and menacing, 
Don ponrays the charaaer well, his presence 
dominating the screen whenever he appears. 
Made with a budget of around 5 1 0,000, Ed- 
die and aew makes the film look 10 times 
mote expensive, gjving a polished look and 
a great soundtrack. Filmed in Medina, OH. 

There is much to like here! While the 
plot is simplisric and to the point, it belts 
along at a lantastic pace and it never seems 
to drag or go into too much of a deep nar- 
rative. The charaaer development is right 
where it needs to be and the aaors and 
actresses liit their marks perfiretly. In par- 
ticular, the interactions between Jonah and 
Tiny have a particular brother/sistet feel to 
them, creating a level of intensity and dread 
that will have you biting your lip. The cam- 
era and sound work make it hard to believe 
that this was only a $10,000 budget film, 
far surpassing what you see from most mi- 
cto-budgaed slasher films these days. The 
Special FX work brii^ a gritty sense of real- 
ism that even the most hardcore of gore fims 
will enjoy. The film is a perfea example of 
what talent, hard work and dedication can 
do for a film with a micro budget. The pas- 
sion is obvious through the entire film, and 
new film makers can learn a lot by observ- 
ing how Eddie and his cast and crew took a 
well worn and loved genre idea and put a re- 
freshing spin on an old idea. If you are going 
into this film looking for a mass of nudity 
and CGI, you might as well keep walking. 
However, if you are looking for an easy to 
watch slasher film chat hits all the notes with 
dumbing down your IQ, then Scarred is for 
you! 1 hope to see a sequel soon!
